Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 5-8, filed 1 0/1 4/08, with respect to claims 1 0- 
12,15,16,18,20-26,28,29 and 31-36 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejection of claims 10-12,15,16,18,20-26,28,29 and 31-36 has been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1 0-1 2,1 5,1 6,1 8,20-26,28,29 and 31 -36 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 10,20,26,28,35 and 36 of the current application are allowed for the 
reasons pointed out by Applicant's remarks page 9-14. Prior art of record fails to teach 
of a predetermined condition that information displayed on printer unit is different from 
information regarding the combined use of a printer and scanner units. 

3. It follows that dependent claims are inherently allowable for depending on an 
allowable base claim.
